Here you havo tho upper and under

nornore nost. Tho natives told rne It was 
tho head of an elephant which they had 
killed throe of four years previous. The 
upper layer of tho skull had been shelled 
off, leaving the middle honeycomb of bone 
exposed to view. It was some time belore 
I could bring myself to believe that it was 
roully an elephant's skull." 


Piof. Ward showed his visitor his collpo- 


tiou of mammoth and mastodon bones. 
He has nearly enough of different sizes to 
construct an entire animal, but, of course, 
the variation in size would prevent this. 
It is much more satisfactory, iu the re- 
sults obtained, to take these specimens 
for models aud reconstruct a skeleton 
fiom wood. 


"I suppose," said the reporter, after a 


prolonged inspection of these many curi- 
osities; "I suppose thathuman eyes never 
saw those wonderfur 
animals which 


roamed over the country in such vast 
numbers so long ago." 


"You 
are mistaken," said Prof, Ward, 


"though your mistake has been that of the 
world of science until recently. Bones of 
the mastodon have been slit open in such 
awaythattlie object of breaking them 
was evident. It was to obtain the mar- 
row witbln. But more: The stone head of 
a hatchet, with which the work had been 
done, was found near by. Now, there are 
no animals which use stone hatchets to 
break up bones. That hatchet head was 
once the impelment of some prime\al war- 
rior. A shoulderblade of the mastodon, a 
bone cornparlively tliln, has been found 
pierced, as by a spoar, and the spear head 
has been found wth it. The spear was 
evidently thrust in and withdrawn from 
tho body of the animal, and when it was 
withdrawn its head was probably torn off. 
Monkeys don't carry spears. 


"But, though these evidences are con- 


vincing enough, they are not the best 
proof we have that man existed in the 
days of the mammoth and mastodon, and 
has survived them both. Antiquarians 
•who have spent so much time in an en- 
deavor to discover the meaning of the 
mounds erected by tho Mound-Builders 
have made one thing certain. Many of 
these mounds were constructed In the 
shape of animals and birds. There, on 
the wall, hang a number of Jao-simlles of 
these mounds. They were prepared by a 
member of the Milwaukee Historical so- 
ciety. There Is one which evidently rep- 
resents a hawk, or some similar bird or 
prey, with outstretc-hod wings, and there 
is another, which evidently portrays some 
9quirrel-like animal, with a remarkably 
long tail; and hero you have as perfect a 
representation of au elephant-like animal 
as could well bo contrived. 


"Now, 
had the Mound-Builders been 


learned In comparative anatomy, as we 
are, and had they reconstructed a masto- 
don, as we have, they could never have 
understood the meaning of the cavity In 
the skull, which indicate? to us that the 
animal had a trunk. We could never have 
done that had we not seen the elephant. 
No, the Mound-Builders saw the masto- 
dons before they became extinct. They 
hunted them and, perhaps, were practi- 
cally instrumental In thoir extermination. 


"There is a mound in Ohio half a mile 


long," continued Prof. Ward, "which is a 
poifoct representation of a serpent, head 
and all. Tue mound and a portion of the 
surrounding country have been purchased 
by Mrs. Hemrngway of Boston aud been 
laid out as a public park. In that box— 
I'm sony it liasn'fc beeu opened yet, or I 
would show It to you—is a model, from 
which v,o are to construct a raised map of 
tho monud and the country surrounding 
it. This mup will bo very elaborate, and 
will bo exhibited at the World's Fair In 
Chicago.—Bochobter Post-Express.

Occupying a farm 
oi from 6,000 to 10,000 acres, he contents 
himself with raising a herd of a few nun- 
di ed head of cattle which are left almost 
entirely to tho care of tho native whom ho 
employs. It may bo asserted, generally 
•with truth, that ho novor plants a troo, 
nover digs a well, never makes a road 
never grows a blade of corn. 


Hough and ready cultivation of the soil 


by tho natives ho to some extent permits, 
but acrlculturo and tho agriculturist h« 
holds alike In groat contempt. Ho pawea 
his day doing absolutely nothing beyond 
snoking and drinking coffee. 
Ho la per- 


fectly uneducated. With the exception of 
tho Bible, every word of which In its moat 
literal Interpretation ho believes with 
fanatical credulity, ho nover opens a book; 
he novor reads a newspaper. His simple 
Ignorance is unfathomable. 
And this In 


sublime composure, ho shares with his 
wife, his song and his daughters, being 
proud that his children should grow up a» 
ignorant, as uncultivated, as hopelessly 
unprogrosslve as himself. In the winter 
time ho moves with his herd of cattle into 
the bolter pastuios and milder climate of 
tho low country veldt, and lives M Idly 
and uselessly in hi* wagon as ho does in 
hit. farm house.

A gentleman went Into 
the London offlca a short time ago, and 
was shown the Morse printer Ic connec- 
tion with tho main lino from London to 
Tohsran. Whilst he was there the In- 
strument was switched oa to Oaloutta 
without a break. The signals were excel- 
lent, and the speed not less than four 
words per minute. Tho wire runs through 
Emcleo, Warsaw, Odessa, Kertch, Tiflls. 
Tehoran, Bushlre, Jack and Kurrachee to 
Calcutta. Another long lino of telegraph 
Is that ovor which a cablegram can be sent 
between British Columbia and New Zea- 
land. The wire crosses North America. 
Newfoundland, the Atlantic, England. 
Germany, both the Eussios, in Europe and 
Asia, China, Japan, Java and Australia, 
making nearly the circuit of tbe globe.

Blue—In a vat of indigo. 
Brown—Use any brown dye suitable for 


silk or wool. 


Crimson—A mordant of alum, followed 


by a hot bath of Brazil wood, afterward 
by a weri dyo of cudbear. 


Pink or rose—With safQower or lemon 


juice. 


Plum—With red dye, followed by an 


alkaline bath. 


Red—A mordant of alum, followed by a 
bath of Brazil wood. 


Yellow—A mordant of alum, followed by 


a bath of tumorio or Weld. 


Purple—Use lake and indigo. 
Carnation—Vermilion and smalt. 
Thin gum or starch water should be 


used in dyeing.
